Soldier’s Girl Friend. 

Miss Goud, who livers only a 
short distance from Wingate’s 
house, told a newspaper man that 
she had been “keeping company” 
Souther ficld soldier, Dut that she 
had walked from the farm to the 
camp, 2 distance of four miles, to 
tell him to stay away from her 
home, following the first fight be- 
tween Wingate and the soldiers, 
and after Wingate had forbidden 
the men to again visit his prem- 
iges. 

Mrs. Goud, her mother, had lit- 
tle to say regarding the soldiers 
and their visits to her home, ap 
parently wishing to avoid the sub- 
ject in the presence of strangers. 
She knew of the several shootings 
however, her home being almost 
in the direct line of fire betweeczs. 
the opposing parties, 

Douglas Cameron, son-in-law of 
Wingate, was visiting at the Win- 
gate home on the occasion of the 
last fight, when the soldiers were 
driven off by Wingate and when, 
he says, they were taken back to 
Souther field by a party of com- 
missioned officers. He said the 


men attacked Wingate without 
provocation, op@ning fire at him 
from behind an outbuilding which 
bears a number of bullet scars, x#p- 
parently bearing out this part of 
his statement, while Zack White, a 
negro living on a farm adjoining 
Wingate’s place, said he saw a num- 
ber of soldiers pass his house fol- 
lowing the Sunday afternoon fight- 
ing, running rapidly in the direc- 
tion of Andersonville. 

These men, White said, were all 
armed, and one of them appeared 
to have been wounded. ExamIinea- 
tion of the fleld near where Win- 
gate pointed out the soldiers made 
their last stand after attacking him, 
disclosed where one or more men 
had laid or fell upon the ground, 
though traces of blood which he 
said existed there after the fight, 
could not be clearly defined, 

No Names Obtainable. 

The names of the soldiers in the 
alleged attacking party could not 
be learned. Lieutenant Wyatt, 
adjutant at the post, was one of 
the party of officers who visited 
the Wingate home after Major 
Churchill, the commanding officer, 
at Souther field, had been notified 
of the disturbance. Lieutenant Wy- 
att did not Witness the disturbance 
nor did he hear any of the shoot- 
ing, he said today. Other officers 
interviewed apparently preferred 
not to discuss the occurrence until ;: 
the conclusion of whatever inves- 
tigation may be made by the com- 
manding officer. 

Lieutenant Wyatt said “when he 
reached the Wingate home the trou- 
ble, if any had ever really occurred, 
was over, and that he talked with 
Wingate, who appeared “raving.” 
Some. of the enlisted men at the 
post, Lieutenant Wyatt sald, had 
told him they went to the Wingate 
farm to visit Mrs. Goud and 351i 
Effie Goud at the invitation of a 
brother of Miss Goud and the son 
of the widow, who had applied for 
enlistment at the post and had been 
declined for some reason.

some such solution in the radiator. 

The things which most need 
watching, however, in the winter 
are the engine’s lubrication and the 
storage battery. 

Very many people do not realize 
that a lighter grade of oil is neces- 
sary in most engines in the winter, 
the heavier oils tending to flow so 
slowly that the bearings may be 
burned before the viscous oil gets 
into circulation. To be on the safe 
side one should put in the lighter 
oil that the car manufacturer rec- 
ommends for winter before the cold 
weather sets in. 

Watch the Batteries. 

Another th'ng to be borne in mind 
is that the storage battery is a rel- 
atively expensive piece of -equip- 
ment, and if reasonable care will 
prevent its coming to an untimely 
end it is worth while taking the 
trouble to keep watch of the grav- 
ity of the electrolite. 

If it gets too low, as indicated by 
a test w'th a hydrometer, have the 
battery removed and charged, but 
the chances are that the, external 
charging will not be necessary if 
the battery is not run down by un- 
necessary cranking. 

Crank Intermittently. 

These cold mornings cars are a 
little hard to start, but instead of 
standing on the button and keeping 
the motor turning, it {is much bet- 
ter to crank a second or two at a 
time, stonping between to change 
the position of the choke or the 
spark or gas levers, then crank 
rain, remembering that the eng'ne 

ill not start with too much gas 
any better than with too little: Sev- 
eral attempts at starting of a few 
seconds duration each do not so 
seriously drain the battery as 
cranking for a long period continu- 
ousliv. 

Be Sure to Replace Battery. 


If it does become necessary to 
take the hattery owt of the car be 
sure that another battéry is put in 
its place or else that the proper 
thing ts done to keep the generator 
from beine burned out. Your in- 
etruction book give the proper di- 


j rections for grounding or short- 


circuiting the brushes so that dam- 
age will not result to the genera- 
tor.

Civics. 

“The Conyers Civic league yearly 
conducts the Rockdale County fair. 
All money made from the fair is 
turned into town improvements. 
Kirkwood Civic club owns two lots 
on which to build a library or club- 
house. Douglasville club has built 
at the cemetery a pavilion and pub- 
lic comfort station. The Atlanta 
Woman's club is working for the 
proper marking of Atlanta's streets. 
The College Park club grows and 
markets flowers to the amount of 
$1,000 yearly. The curb market and 
and community playroom, conducted 
by the Atlanta Woman’s club, are 
to be commended for the far-reach- 
ing work they are accomplishing. 

“The abolishment of flogging fe- 
male prisoners at the stockade is 
an outstanding piece of legislation 
that club women have accomplished. 
They have also worked for motion 
picture censorship. 

Finance. 

“Money spent by the clubs in car- 
rying on the work of the. district 
for 1919-1920 is $60,000,810.20.” 


Report on 
Civil service. 


Mrs. Nore P. Park, Greensboro, 
Ga., chairman of civil service re- 
form, Georgia Federation.of Wom- 
en's club, reports as. follows: 

“Cival service is a department of 
our work that has not been given 
sufficient consideration. We look 
upon it as a sort of high browed 
department of government, and do 
not realize how it effects us each 
day and hour of our lives, for good 
or for evil. The houses in which 
we live; the schools where our chil- 
dren spend so much of their time; 
the healthfulness and safety of 
these are dependent upon the effi- 
ciency of the building inspectors. 
The conditions in our public insti- 
tutions in some cases are deplorable. 

‘It is our duty to protect the in- 
mates of our insane asylum and the 
helpless children in our orphan 
honies. Last year J] placed four 
motherless children in a home at 
Smyrna. It was with great efforts 
that the father was persuaded that 
it was for the »est interest of these 
children to go, and was assured 
of the splendid care that they wovyld 
receive. In less than a month these 
children had been so cruelly whip- 
ped and otherwise mistreated that 
the state made an investigation and 
brought criminal proceedings 
against the woman 
is now serving a sentence. It seems 
so unnecessary that these innocent 
ehildren should suffer in order that 
this condition be brought before 
the public. Georgia has no civil 
service law: therefore we have no 
protection against such outrages. 

“We have not the right «ff citi- 
zenship, and one of our first. duties 
should be to see that justice is dealt

and Citizenship. 


No subject was more discussed at , 


the state conventiun of the Georgie 
Federation than citizership, of 
which Mrs. Charles J. Haden is 
chairman.

“The work of the committee on 
citizenship has been largely pre- 
paratory. In November, 1919, when 
introduced upon the calendar of the 
federation, it was thought wise to 
leave the adoption of the study en- 
tirely to the choice of the thdivid- 
ual clubs. 

“About 150 leaflets 
tributed inviting their interest. 

“Sixty-three clubs adopted the 
program suggested and made a 
definite study of the auestions tin- 
volved in citizenship for women. 

“Three hundred bulletins were 
distributed and _  sixty-three  pro- 
grams and outlines of study maliiled 
out upon request. Innumerable let- 
ters were writter! to women in or- 
ganizine study classes. 

“September 17, ‘Constitution day.’ 
was observed in many towns and 
cities over the state with splendi¢ 
newspaper publicity calling atten- 
tion to the tmportance of proper 
observance of the day. 

“Two hundred October bulletins 
for the month’s program were mail- 
ed out and ‘fifty leaflets on the 
study of the league of nations were 
ordered from Dr. William Allen. of 
New York, and given to the clubs 
v-on request. 

“It is confidently expected that 
the clubs * will tiow take their 
‘citizenship study as a definite and 
settled part of the year’s work and 
prove 106 per cent efficient in this 
newest responsibility placed upon

to bring about a change in social 
and moral standards which would 
somewhat ehange the present-day 
false code. 

There is no use to blame condi- 
tions on Sunday entertainments, the 
motion p‘etures, the vaudeville, as 
long as young people are not ham- 
pered in their mode of dress in the 
sacredness of the home, their line 
of thought and conversation and 
their absolute freedom of life and 
misdirected pleasures. 

Who is going to take the initia- 
tive in establishing the old-time 
well-defined ideals of womanly dig- 
nity, refinement—yea—purity § in 
thought, action and conversation?

The New Georgia Workmen’s 
Compensation Act

ARTICLE 1V.—Compensat 


sation act provides that in cases 
where, during the pgriod of dis- 
ability caused by accident arising 
out of and in the course of the em- 
ployment, death ensues proximately 
therefrom, compensation is to be 
paid, for a definite period and in 
certain stated amounts, to the de- 
pendents of the deceased employee 
in the act. 

It will be observed, in the first 
place, that the right, to compensa- 
tion, payable to dependents after 
death. is contingent upon a casual 
relationship between the injury and 
the death. That means that in 
cases where an employee entitled 
to compensation under the act for 
an injury received dies from some 
cause unrelated to the injury for 
which he was entitled to compen- 
sation, payment of the unpaid bal- 
ance of compensation for such in- 
thereupon ceases and all 
liability therefor terminates. If, 
however, the injury sustained is the 
direct cause of the death, then the 
death is said to result proximately 
from the injury and the benefici- 
aries are entitled to the compensa-~- 
tion fixed in the act if death inter- 
venes before the termination of the 
compensation period.

given preferential consideration as 
compared with persons only partial- 
ly dependent. In cases where there 
are more than one dependent (and 
the deceased employee leaves no 
wife, husband or children) the com- 
mission may apportion the compen- 
sation among such dependents in 
such proportions’ as correspotids to 
the varying degrees of dependency. 


All right to compensation pay- 


, ments on the part of the dependent | 


relatives of the deceased ceases 
with the termination of dependency. 
The dependency of a widow or 
widower ends with remarriage. The 
dependence of a child (except a 
child ysically or mentally inca- 
pacitated from earning a livelihood) 
terminates with the attainment of 
eighteen years of age. 

The compensation scale for 
benefit of dependents is clearly fix- 
ed in the act. The liability for 
compensation in death cases is, of 
course, protected 
compensation insurance as in all 
other cases. In no event does the 
sum total.of all compensation paid 
on account of a single accident to a 
Single employee exceed $4,000. In 
addition to all other compensation 
the employer becomes liable upon 
(proxi- 
mately caused by the injury, as 
above explained) for not exceeding 
$100 on account of the expenses of 
the employee's last illness and of 
the funeral. The dependents then 
become entitled to weekly amounts 
arrived at by computing one-half of 


ithe average weekly wages of the 


deceased employee, not more, how- 


, ever, than $10 nor less than $5 per 


week. These weekly payments ex- 
tend over a period of time which 
terminates at the end of 300 weeks 
from the date of the injury. In 
cases where the employee ‘received 
compensation during his lifetime on 
account of the injury the pay- 
ments to dependents begin immedi- 
ately after his death and extend to 


the end of the compensation period | 


for dependents, viz. 300 weeks from 
the time of the injury. Where any 
dependent relative of the deceased 
employee entitled to compensation 
is a minor, or is mentally incapaci- 
tated, the industrial commission has 
the right to secure the appointment 
of a guardian or trustee for the 
person under disability. 

It will be seen from the above 
that the theory of the law is to pro- 
vide for the dependents of the de- 
ceased employee, within the limita- 
tions fixed by the act, in all cases 
where the injury was the inducing 
cause of his death. In cases where 
the employee dies after an injury 
of some disease or from some cause 
unrelated to the injury, then prop 
erly and under the true theory of 
workmen’s compensation, the right 
to compensation immediately 
ceases. Under certain conditions, 
which will be considered in a sub- 
Sequent article, che compensation 
payments, instead of being strung 
out Over a period of weeks, may be 
consolidated in what is known as a 
“lump sum” payment. 

The economic benefits. flowing 
from workmen's compensation laws 
in cases of death as well as in 
cases of disability which do not re- 
sultin death areapparent. The Geor- 
gia workmen’s compensation law 
ought to be a direct factor in re- 
lieving in a number of cases the 
poverty and distress, with the re- 
sulting misfortune of uneducated 
children, that often follow when the 
head of the family loses his life in 
an industria] accident.

How to Wash ‘Blankets 


LANKETS, like other woolens, 
take a great deal of care in the 
laundering if they are to come 

out fluffy and white. 

First of all, you should :emember that 
the temperature of both the washing 
and ringing waters must be the same. 
From warm to medium hot is just about 
right. Use a neutral soap in flake of 


‘Jelly form, so that it will dissolve easily 


in the water. You may make the soap 
jelly yourself by dissolving one cake of 
s0ap in two quarts of water. / 
Now, fill your machine with water up 
to the water line, remembering that it 
should not be above 119 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and add two cupfuls ot soap jelly. 
Whip up the suds by allowing tiie ma- 
chine to run for a couple of minutee 
befc ing .n the blankets. :/ your 
blar re double, wash Wut one of 
th atime. If they are single. you 


may wash two fogether. It will require 
from fifteen to thirty minutes, depend- 
ing on the condition of the blankets, 
for their cleansing. 

[In wringing out the blankets, remem- 
ber that woolens should not be* wrung 
hard or twisted. Release the tension of 
the rolla on your wringer, so that there 
is scarcely any pressure. 

Do not throw out the wash water, 
even tho it may logk dirty, for it is 
still a good dirt solvent. Simply add 
more soap jelly and work up another 
good suds for the next bdDiankets. 


The blankets should be rinsed in a 
sOapy water and not a clear one. Use 
a cupful of soap jelly for the first rinse 
water and decrease the amount for each 
succeeding one. Three waters will be 
sufficient, 

Bluing is mot necessary in this wash- 
ing process, for blankets look better 
when allowed to keep their natural 
creamy color. 


Of .course, breezy 


you will select a 
day for your washing, so that the 
blankets will dry rapidiy. Quick dry- 
ing is an important item in restoring 
fluffy whiteness to the blankets. If 
you are fortunate enough to have a 
lawn, spread the blankets on the lawn 
to dry and so eliminate any possibility 
of stretching. Put a sheet under the 
blanket so that it will not become agpiled. 
Tf there is no lawn, spread the blanket 
over a line, being careful to have an 
equal weight on each side of the line 
and be gure that the edges and corners 
meet, 


Housewifely Hints 


HEN vou have soiled your light 
W colored suit skirt, don't try to 

remove the stain with a liquid 
preparation. Try this plan first. Get 
some magnesia, or French chalk, lay the 
soiled portion on a flat surface, powder 
thickly with the chalk or magnesia and 
cover with a@ clean cloth. Place a heavy 


book en top of the clean cloth and allow. 


it to remain thus for several days. Then 
brush off the powder and usually you 
will find that the stain has entirely 
disappeared. It ig best to do the brush- 
ing out of doors.

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LONDON observer, who shows

Specially beware of “hargied women” 
of reputéd respectability, whim you have 
formerly had every reason to believe in 
and respect, when these same women, 
by acts obvious or guarded, show you 
that they would net object to your 
being more intimate with them than 
you know in your own conscience you 
ought to be. 

Beware of the mothers who are anx- 
ious as to the future of their daughters. 

Beware of the girl who drinks wine 
freely; she will make a poor wife and a 
worse mother. 

Beware of the girl who dresses in a 
slovenly, “artistic’’ manner. “ 

Then our philosopher presents his two 
admissible types, which are:

2. The “pert, modern, self-sufficient, 
learned young woman.” 

Passing over most of his objectionable 
types for obvious reasons, let us con- 
centrate upon the remaining two. If we 
are going to pass on the desirability of a 
young woman as a helpmate for life 
me on account of her choice of per 
fumes and colors, according to another 
man’s “s&y-so,” we are likely to do her 
a grave injustice. And if we go deeply 
into the psychology of these alluring 
subjects we will find ourselves in a be- 
wildering maze from which we ¢an ex- 
tricate ourselves only with difficulty. 

Let us consider perfumes first, al- 
though by and by we will find that they 
are inextricably tangled up in the sub-

ject of colors; the two of them, more- 
over, are interrelated with some of the 
other sense perceptions. And that is 
true because eagh center of perception 
is in the brain, and whatever affects one 
center must have some influence on other 
adjacent centers. 

In warning men to beware of girls 
who are heavily scented the London 
philosopher may have written as the 


result of bitter experience and may be 


one of the burnt “children” who dread 
fire; but he hag certainly placed himself 
in & position where he would have to 
answer a whole avalanche of questions 
were his identity known. 

It is to be supposed that by “heavily 
scented” he means girls who are redo- 
lent (7) of the exotic, 90-horsepower 


perfumes of the Orient. His admonition 


naturally leads to the question: “Why do 
women use perfume?” We can furnish 
answers by profound students on the 


subject of both sexes: the male, a 


philosopher; the female, a student 
and compounder of original, indi- 
vidual perfumes. 

Dr. Charles Gray Shaw, pro- 
fessor of philosophy at New York 


University, says we cannot answer 


the question until we have looked 
into the psychology. of perfumery 
and have analyzed the subtle sense of 
smell. As Maeterlinck has pointed out, 
the sense of smell is the one sense which 
functions incessantly, f e must ever 
smell since we must always breathe. 
The power of perfume, according to 
Dr. Shaw; is partly explained by the 
simple fact of fhe extraérdinary extent 
of the olfactory tract in the brain, which 
comes imto close relation with all the 
other sense centers. “Thus a pleasing

dition where they can hear and seé bet- 
ter. Not only that, but those who sit 
near enough to them to be affected by 
the odors which they diffuse also are able 
to see and hear better. 

According to Saint Augustine and 
Schopenhauer, the fragrance of the 
flower is given to it to attract the 
zwsthetic attention of mankind. And so 
woman has adopted perfume as the in- 
comparable means of gaining the 
g@sthetic notite which she desires and 
deserves. The analogy would be incom- 
plete unless attention were called. to the 
fact that in her sheltered life she is 
more plantlike than the ‘male of the 
species. 

Miss Ann Haviland, of New York, 
who makes individual perfumes to order 
and can distinguish more than 400 varie- 
ties when bjindfolded, deals with the 
subject in a frank ana practical mah- 
ner. You should first discover what type 
you are, she says, and then use only 
such scents as harmonize with your 
personality and enhance your charm. 
If all women would do that they would 
avoid falling into the category into 
which “the widowed physician” 
has put some of them.’ 

“Women use perfumes,” says 
Miss ’ Haviland, “but not becatise 
they get pezsonal pleasure from 
them. Men are far more apprecia- 
tive of lovely odors and the fem- 
inine sex knows it. Men are much 
quicker to differentiate. between 
good and bad perfumes than 
women.

Miss Beatrice Irwin, of New York, is 
a color scientist and an able one. She 
has written a book called “The New 
Science of Color.” She has found out to 
her own satisfaction what the meaning 
is of the effect of different colors on difs 
ferent individuals. 

“People describe one room as ‘cheer 
ful’ and another as ‘restful,’” she says. 
“But they don’t know why this is so. 
They have a vague idea that every red 
room is cheerful. They don’t know that 
some tones of red are quieting, others 
irritating, others even depressing. 

“Professor Armes has invented an in- 
strumeni which registers a person’s . 
radio-activity. I took some of my color 
specimens to his laboratory and we 
tried them on a subject who knew noth- 
ing about my theories. In every case my 
statements in regard to the effect of 
different colors on a person’s vibrations 
were verified. 

“Most persons have a. decided color 
preference. They say: ‘Oh, blue is my

color!’ Or green, or whatever it may be, 
But they don’t understand why they 
prefer blue or green.

Our 
pleasure in certain colors lies in their 
capacity to supply some deeply felt want 
in our being. 

“A woman who lives in a blue room 
and wears blue clothes is the yery one 
who is always longing for the woods, 
who really thrills at the sight_of a field 
of daisies blown by the wind aad who 
draws a deep breath of satisfaction at a 
crimson and gold sunset. Of course she 
does! She is starving tor these colors 
and doesn’t know it.” 

And here, we believe, we have the 
solution of the ionging of a man pent 
up within the dull, drab walls of the 
city for the forest and the open fields. 
He needs the green of nature and the 
azure of the skies, at which he rarely 
finds time to look in his busy, hurrying 
dife. |

STRANGE new faith has flowered in Japan 


and taken hold with such amazing power 


that the Government is-much worried. Omoto- 
kyo, or the Cult of Great Fundamentals, found- 
ed by'an extraordinary woman and preaching 
among its tenets such radical theories as com- 
munism, is spreading rapidly: To-day it num- 
bers thousands of converts among the army and 
navy men of Japan, among her publicists, novel- 
ists, lawyers, financiers and Government officials. 
Indeed, the present Minister of the Interior is 


reported lately to have joined the cult. Once . 


more the Hast becomes the cradle of ‘a new re- 
ligion and once more the romantic story of the 
inspiration and persecution of a self-believing 
prophet is told! 
What are the doctrines of this powerful cult? 
Omoto-kyo preaches the coming of the World 
of the Gods and in this resembles Millennialsm. 


Borrowing from Jesus, Buddha and:Mrs. Eddy, - 


one of its cardinal tenets iis faith cure. All evils 
of soul and body spring from devils. Devils can 
only be driven away by the in-dwelling of gods 
in man. | 

Like Mohammedanism, the new faith concerns 
itself with international politics. Nippon is prom- 
ised the political dominance of the world; for is 
it not the home land of the gods? It is a mys- 
ticism, too, for the converts attain such spiritual 
heights that they are in actual communication 
with the gods. Communish, the equality of 
women, and simplicity of life and service are 
part of its dogma. 

The connection of the new religion with 
Shintoism is a fanciful one. The founder 
claimed to be the incarnation of Kunitokorachi 
no Mikoto, the Creator Deity of the Shinto 
Pantheon. Twice in recent times in Japan women 
have founded religious cults: the Tenri and 
BRemmon sects of the Shinto. Again we have 
it in Omoto-kyo, harking back beyond the man- 
made faith, of Gautama Buddha, Zoroaster, Con- 
facius, Jesus and Mohammed—back to the golden 
days when the goddess Amaterasu shone supreme 
on the Olympus of the Yamato race. 

In the-village of Nazareth, 1,924 years ago, in 
the house of a carpenter, a new religion ‘was 
born.

Standing in the centre of its main 
street, she shouted at the top of her voice: 
“I am the Golden God of Ushitora!” 
Almost with the same breath she declared her- 
self to be the incarnation of Kunitokotachi no 


_Mikoto. 


. The Golden God of the direction of Ox and 
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Tiger is one of the .eminent members of the 
Taoist pantheon. The Kunitokotachino Mikpto— 
the World Establishing Deity is no other than 
the world-creator of the*Shinto cult. The reck- 
less mixture of the Taoist and Shinto deities 
troubled the old woman Nao not at all. What 
she had in her simple mind was clear—the only 
sovereign Divinity that shapes the destiny of 
human kind. Clearer‘even than that was her 
conviction that she was the incarnation of the 
great god. That perhaps is the reason why at 
all times she declared that she was a woman 
only in the earthly guise; that she was really 
@ man masquerading in feminine flesh.

Her manners were those of a noble princess 
speaking down to retainers. 

The two offiéers eventually had to carry Nao 
to the station. Evidently she was a person of 
more consequence than a mere rag picker. That 


-convinced the villagers of the divinity of the old 


woman more than anything else on earth. 
The police handed her back to her relatives on 
their promise that they would keep her in re- 
straint.

They shut her 
up in a room—the,“parlor prison,” the villagers

The visualized system is based on 
the idea that the pupil can learn 
more quickly what he sees than 
what he hears; therefore, written 
lessens, charts and diagrams are em- 
ployed, 

The system of designating the 
notes by objects is for kindergarten, 
use, and is discontinued ag the child 
progresses. But im all imstruction 
the idea of visualizing the subject 
of study is carried out. This enables 
the pupil to learn more quickly than, 
if he depended on oral instruction, 
and to retain what he has learned. 

Take, for instance, one of the first 
Meneitis in the course, in which the 
difference between whole, half and 
quarter notes is taught. First, a pic- 
ture is showm of a whole apple, then 
of an apple cut into two parts, and 
then of an apple cut into four parts, 
and accompanying these pictures is 


an explanation in simple language 
which makes the subject instantly 
clear. 

Throughout the course the system 
is fohewed of visualizing the subject 
matter by drawings and diagrams 
and of substituting written for oral 
instruction. This enables the pupil 
to learn in one lesson what other- 
wise would take two, to remember 
longer what he has learned and to 
have the instruction in written shape 
so that he can review it easily in- 
stead of depending on his. memory. 

This method is being explained to 
teachers and educators in Atlanta, 
and will be submitted to the board 
of education for consideration for 
adoption into the Atlanta publie 
schools.
